Folks, 


A recent posting about BOy Scout radios indicated a need for two of 
same. FYI they can be easily made from 8 off (9V batteries, arranged 
in two rows of four each. Dimensions are almost the same, maybe 1/4 
inch longer. You will need to get the 67V connector off a dead 
battery, or use two separate M/F connnectors gotten from wherever you 
get such things. 


Costco sells 9V batteries in a box of 8 batteries for, as I recall, 
a little over a buck each. They are good for 400 mAH, about the same 
as the original 67V battery. 


I think Antique sells real ones, but they cost 30 bucks or some such, 
and alkalines have a longer shelf life. 


One warning: it's best to disconnect the battery altogether if you 
are not going to use the radio for an extended period. Of course, 
this might extend the battery life, but there is another reason: the 
long term presence of voltage from output tranny to ground causes 
electrolytic corrosion in the very find primary wire of said tranny, 
creating open circuits. In small radios (RCA BP-10, the first 
personal portable, for instance) you can't use a universal 
replacement for size reasons, and you have to go find a parts radio 
from a dry place. 


I just made another such battery yesterdy for a French portable I'm 
working on (Radialva Fox, for those who care). It does cover the 49M 
SW band, and so is relevant to this list full of connoisseurs of Fyne 
Junque.

My experience is to never leave the battery in the unit, plugged on or not. You 
can't predict when it will start to out-gas corrosive vapors. These seem to 
bond so well with copper alloys that even scraping it off merely delays the 
dissolution of the material. I don't even like to leave a Ni-Cd snapped onto 
the bottom of an HT for that reason. In VTVM's, I've had 100+ACU- success with 
yanking that forgotten C-cell out, and replacing it with a zener source powered 
off the filament winding. 


For some pernicious reason, Heath put the C-cell at the TOP of the unit, where 
it's guaranteed to ruin everything below it when it leaks+ACE- I can't count the 
number of VOM's and such I've had to scrap because of left-in batteries. My 
general rule is to always take the battery (cell) out when through, or check it 
regularly for seepage, if it's in an active-use DMM, stud-finder, laser-level, 
etc. e

I put 22.5 volts worth of zener diodes in series with the 6L6/5881 cathode 
lead and just grounded the grid bias point. I think I found one diode that 
did the trick for my AF-67 and several in series for my AF-68. Yes, I know 
it robs a few volts from the modulator B+, but that makes no effective 
difference in the AM modulation.

stages.
